Hainault Forest chosen as part of Jubilee tree planting project 


Hainault Forest in Redbridge has been selected as part of a UK-wide network of 70 Ancient 
Woodlands and 70 Ancient Trees dedicated to Her Majesty In celebration of the Platinum Jubilee. 


The chosen locations for the 
‘Ancient Canopy’ reflect a range of 
themes - Royal, history, children, 
education, literature/creative 

arts, science, conservation, 
communities, health and 
wellbeing. 


The Ancient Canopy is part of 
The Queen's Green Canopy (QGC), 
as highlighted on page 4. 


Hainault Forest is the last 
remaining fragment of a once 
much larger royal medieval forest - 
the Forest of Essex. It was a special 
administrative area created by the 
monarch to protect their interest 


in maintaining a supply of venison 
for the royal table. Hainault was 
probably declared a forest by 
Henry | and was first recorded 
vaguely in 1130 and more 
specifically in 1221 when it was 
known as ‘Henehaut’ meaning 
‘the community's wood’ 


His Royal Highness, The Prince 

of Wales, Patron of The Queen's 
Green Canopy (QGC), unveiled the 
nationwide network of 70 Ancient 
Woodlands and 70 Ancient trees. 


To mark the launch, The Prince of 
Wales recorded a video message. 


His Royal Highness, said: 


These working woodlands and magnificent 
trees span our nation’s amazing landscape 
and exist for everyone to enjoy. The Ancient 
woodlands and trees can be found in urban 
and rural environments, from National 
Parks to residential areas, representing the 
unique diversity of all corners of the United 
Kingdom. 


Trees and woodlands have a profound 
significance for us all - their steadfast and 
reassuring presence a reminder of our 
long-serving Sovereign and her enduring 
dedication. Let us ensure that in her name, 
we can now protect and strengthen this. 


Hainault Country Park is currently undergoing a £7m restoration, including £4m of support from the National Lottery Heritage 
fund, to bring a number of historic buildings back into use and improve the pathways and landscaping, which will complete in 
the Autumn. The London Borough of Redbridge is working in partnership with Vision RCL, which manages Hainault Country 
Park and the Woodland Trust, who will be developing a visitor centre on-site and sharing 


their expertise in woodland management to help ensure people are able to enjoy this 
wonderful place and learn about ancient woodlands for many years to come. 
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Queen Elizabeth Il is the first British Monarch 


to celebrate a Platinum Jubilee; an amazing 
achievement marking 70 years on the throne. 


Before she became Queen, 
it was clear that helping 
others was Princess 
Elizabeth's priority when 
she devoted her life to 
the Commonwealth in 

a speech on her 21st 
birthday in 1947. At such 
a tender age, Princess 
Elizabeth was wise, 
dedicated, and ready to 
serve her country.

Upon Princess Elizabeth's 
accession to the throne on 
6 February 1952, she also 
became the Head of the 
Commonwealth. 


Since then, the 
Commonwealth has 
extended from 8 countries 
to 54. The Queen has 
strengthened the 
relationship between 
Commonwealth countries 
by making over 200 trips 
and attending regular 
meetings with the 
Commonwealth Heads 

of Government. 


Her Majesty has achieved 
many firsts during her 
reign, and her Coronation 
at Westminster Abbey on 
2 June 1953, was just the 
beginning. Thinking of the 
nation, she asked for the 
ceremony to be televised 
- the first time ever! As a 
result, the Coronation was 
viewed by more than 20 
million people. 


When you see media 
coverage of the Royal 
Family meeting and 
greeting people, you 
would think it was 
completely normal. Think 
again. It was our Queen 
that changed tradition 
when she walked up and 
spoke to the crowds that 
had gathered for the Royal 
tour of Australia and New 
Zealand in 1970. 


In the same year, 

The Queen became the 
first Sovereign to introduce 
and address the General 
Synod, the national 
assembly of the Church 

of England, in person. She 
was also the first British 
monarch to address a joint 
session at the United States 
Congress in May 1991. 


The Queen has had a huge 
and positive impact on 
society.

She serves as the Royal 
Patron or President of an 
astonishing 600 charities, 
both large and small. 

As charity work is so close 
to her heart, it's no wonder 
she was keen to visit 
volunteers in Wanstead 
during her Golden Jubilee 
tour in May 2002. 


For her Silver Jubilee in 
1977, The Queen requested 
that any money raised 
towards The Queen's Trust 
should support young 
people and encourage 
them to help others. The 
£80m raised over the years 
has funded educational 
projects across the country. 


In recognition of 
The Queen's work to promote 
peace and understanding between 
different faiths, she was awarded the 
prestigious Sternberg Interfaith Gold 
Medallion in 2007. 


Connecting with the public has always been 
important to The Queen, which is why she 
prioritised engaging people in her celebrations, 
including inviting anyone who shared her 80th 
birthday in April 2006 to Buckingham Palace to 
celebrate. She also hosted a ‘Service over Sixty’ 
party at Windsor Castle for people aged 
60 and over, who had made a 
significant contribution 
to the nation. 





We have seen Her Majesty take great pride in her duties 


which is why she is a much loved and respected figure globally. 
This year, she makes history again as the first British Monarch to enjoy 
a Platinum Jubilee and Redbridge will gladly join the celebrations this summer. 








THE QUEEN’S ROYAL VISITS 





Redbridge Museum & Heritage Centre explores how the borough has 


1945 1949 


The Queen showing her A Royal tour of post- 
support at the end of the war Ilford housing 
Second World War 


By autumn 1949, Ilford 
Borough Council, which 
preceded Redbridge Council, 
had built the 1000th council 
house since the Second 
World War. On Tuesday 25 
October, a marquee of 500 
people greeted Princess 
Elizabeth before she toured 

a new housing estate in 
ford. The news quoted the 
Princess’ remark “Of the many 
houses and estates | have 
visited, Ilford’s are the best.” 


The first time Her Majesty stepped 

foot in Ilford, she was a Princess. It was 
Wednesday 9 May 1945, (the day after 
VE Day), when Princess Elizabeth and 
her sister, Princess Margaret, joined their 
parents King George VI and The Queen 
to visit Ilford as part of a tour of bomb- 
damaged areas of East London. 
Although the Royal Family didn’t arrive 
until 4.30pm, by midday, crowds had 
already formed and they were met with 
cheers and people waving flags. 


The Royal family met Civil Defence 
workers and other local organisations 
outside the Super Cinema in Ley Street 
which itself had been severely damaged 
by a V2 rocket. 


Princess Elizabeth charmed 
residents by talking to 
families and showing 
genuine interest and 
sympathy with their 
experiences during the 
Second World War. The 
Princess also asked to stop at 
a home for older people in 
Beehive Lane, which thrilled 
one resident so much, that 
they burst into tears.

The Queen’s Coronation 


Princess Elizabeth was crowned 
Queen at her Coronation on 

2 June 1953 at Westminster 
Abbey. She was just 27 years old. 
To celebrate, street parties were 
held all around the borough 
and a special tea party 

was held for children.
